GENERAL INVESTIGATIONS 


STATEMENT OF HON. TOM CONNALLY, UNITED STATES SENATOR 
FROM THE STATE OF TEXAS 


CANADIAN RIVER PROJECT, TEXAS 


Senator Haypen. The committee will be in order. 

You may proceed, Senator. 

Senator ConNALLY. Will you call your absentees’ attention to this 
when they come back? 

Senator Haypren. We will. 

Senator Connauuy. I am appearing here on a matter that affects 
my State very materially, the Canadian River project. You know 
about that, do you not? 

Senator Haypen. Yes, sir; I have heard of it. 

Senator ConNALLY. It was authorized, but we are not asking for 
any money for construction. We are going to wait until we are able 
to do it. 

Senator Haypren. What happened was that the House just cleaned 
us out on that. 

Senator ConNALLY. I was surprised to learn that the House had 
cut the President’s 1953 budget for ‘‘General investigations” for the 
Bureau of Reclamation. 

I suppose your State is interested in reclamation? 

Senator Haypen. It has been. 


HOUSE CUT 


Senator Conna..y. This cut the President’s 1953 budget for ‘““Gen- 
eral investigations’ for the Bureau of Reclamation from $5,000,000 
to $3,000,000, a 40-percent reduction. This $2,000,000 cut should 
be restored because even the $5,000,000 budget figure is a reduction 
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in this item over the programs for recent years, which amounted to 
$6,000,000 in 1950 and also in 1951. 

These funds must not only provide for the ee and economic 
investigations, including reconnaissance, basin surveys, project inves- 
tigations of potential developments, and related general studies of 
technical problems of reclamation, but also investigations for rehabili- 
tation and financial adjustments on existing Federal reclamation 
projects and, in recent years, Alaskan investigations, and advance 
planning for newly authorized projects which have not yet been 
included in the construction program. 

Both the $5,000,000 budget and the $3,000,000 House allowance 
include $500,000 from the Colorado River development fund for 
investigations in the upper Colorado River Basin. 

Senator Haypen. That is money that comes from proceeds of the 
sales of power from Boulder Dam and not the taxpayers’ money, so 
that actually the taxpayers’ money in here is $500,000 less. 

Senator Connautiy. And $250,000 for Alaskan investigations, both 
of which used to be separate appropriation items but are now included 
in the “General investigations’ item. Subtracting this combined 
$750,000 from the $3,000,000 House allowance leaves only $2,250,000 
for general distribution throughout the West. 

This drastic cut by the House is not realistic, for the needs for 
investigations of potential projects in the West are increasing, not 
decreasing. There has been a tremendous increase in the population 
in my State of Texas and also in nearly the entire West, during and 
since World War Il. There has been a tremendous increase in the 
industrial development of Texas. The needs for additional water for 
municipal and industrial uses, for irrigation, and for hydroelectric 
power mount every day. Texas has a limited supply of water through- 
out much of the State and drought conditions have prevailed in recent 
years, so it is extremely important that these investigations proceed 
to determine the possibilities of developing additional water supplies 
and to make sound coordinated plans for this development which will 
permit the optimum use of the limited supplies. This situation not 
only prevails in my State, but throughout the West as well. 

The investigations should proceed also on advance planning for 
projects already authorized but for which the final definite plans 
must be made before construction can be undertaken, 

Senator Haypren. Let me interrupt to say that that is one of my 
objections to this thing in the House report which says: 
in applying this cut it is the committee’s desire that no reduction be made in those 
investigations scheduled for completion in 1952. 

In other words, to earmark the money for anything that is to be 
done in the next year, but nothing is to be done in taking the long 
view of things. 

ADVANCE PLANNING 


Senator Connatiy. That is a very vital defect. Investigations 
should proceed also on advance planning for projects already author- 
ized. An example is the Canadian River project in Texas. I would 
not ask for construction funds for this project at this time on account 
of the need to combat inflation and to reduce the Federal budget 
wherever possible, because of the heavy defense expenditures neces- 
sary because of the international situation. But there is no point in 
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attempting to economize on such a small but vital item as ‘General 
investigations.’’ Even if. the entire “General investigations” item 
were Tainted, only an extremely small immediate saving would 
result, and this saving would be offset many times by losses due to 
poor plans or lack of plans in the future. Because of these considera- 
tions, the entire $5,000,000 should be allowed for “General investi- 
gations.”’ 

I have received letters from mayors of eight of the cities in the 
Canadian River area expressing the hope that the work of planning and 
investigation may go forward on the Canadian River Dam in order 
that it may be in proper shape when the emergency is over and we may 
consider construction funds for such an under rtaking. I have hereto- 
fore called these letters to the attention of your committee and I want 
again to emphasize the requests made by the mayors. 

Senator Haypen. If we can keep the general investigations at a 
fairly level rate, you can have the organization of skilled engineers, 
and all of the other things that are re quired on a development project, 
to have their work to go ahead. If you run it up one yéar and run it 
down the next, and run it up and cut it down the next, you just cannot 
maintain a good force to do the work. 

The same is evidently true of the Corps of Engineers. The House 
has taken the same attitude with them. In each instance, here is a 
fine organization that is perfectly capable of giving Congress the good 
sound advice to break it up and ‘then start it over again. 

Senator CONNALLY. It is very foolish. 

As you know, Mr. Chairman, this Canadian River project is aimed 
to serve the Panhandle area of Texas. The water level of that area 
has been going down and down every year. We have to do something. 
We have the authorization with the statement that we would not ask 
for an appropriation. But we do want to go ahead with the investiga- 
tions so that when and if we are able to make the appropriation we 
will not have to wait 2 or 3 years for these plans. 

Senator HaypeEn. It is in this sense, too: We hope that some day 
this tremendous burden we have to bear of rearmament will be over. 
That means that if you do not have something else to do, you are going 
to have a recession in business and employment. If you have good 
sound plans all over that will take up that slack, it is highly advan- 
tageous and it may come in very, very handy. 

| say that, based on the experience in 1933, when we started out on 
the first big money then, with $3,200,000,000 to provide work for the 
unemployed. Everybody thought it would go into substantial proj- 
ects to develop the Nation. We did not have any plans. What did 
we do? We started the WPA with Harry Hopkins. Before we got 
through, more money went out of the Treasury for WPA projects 
that were all right but that did not add anything in the long run to the 
vealth of the Nation. It built a schoolhouse or a county jail. But 
big substantial projects like this one in Texas, where absolutely the 
water is essential, what is going to happen? You are going to improve 
the economic condition of the whole country and the Government is 
going to get the money back through increased taxes. That is 
exactly the way it works out. 

Senator ConNALLY. You are entirely sound, Mr. Chairman, and I 
hope you refresh your subcommittee on that line because it is vital 
to us. 

Senator Haypen. Did you have another item to talk about? 
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FISH AND WILDLIFE SERVICE 
INVESTIGATIONS OF RESOURCES 
COOPERATION WITH WILDLIFE RESEARCH CENTERS 


Senator Connatiy. A small one. I wish to call your attention to 
the headings entitled “‘Investigations of Resources.” I hope in this 
item you will be willing to include the amount of $6,000 for reactiva- 
tion of the cooperative wildlife research unit at Texas A. & M. College. 
Cooperative wildlife research centers are in 17 land-grant colleges. 
Texas is the only State that is losing its unit, which had been in such 
successful operation for 15 years. 


UNIT AT TEXAS A. & M, COLLEGE 


Since establishment of the Texas unit, a fine department of wildlife 
management has been developed at Texas A. & M. By the end of the 
1950-51 school year, 127 bachelor and 26 masters degrees had been 

ranted by the college. Many of the graduate students received 
arcs support and guidance from the unit. A large proportion of 
these students now hold responsible positions in the Texas Game and 
Fish Commission. 
AMOUNT REQUESTED 


Since the resignation of the unit leader in October 1950 the Fish 
and Wildlife Service has been unable to fill the unit leader position 
due to cuts in the 1951 appropriation. Since that time the budget 
has made no provision for the reactivation of this unit. An increase 
of $6,000 in the appropriation for ‘Investigations of resources” would 
cover the salary of the unit leader and reactivate the unit. The 
House bill shows a total of $4,056,000 for this program. My request is 
that you consider an increase in this amount by $6,000. 

Senator Hayprn. It is my understanding at these colleges the men 
receive training that is absolutely necessary if they are going to go out 
and do the work that is necessary to be done on fish and wildlife. 

Senator ConNALLy. You are correct, Mr. Chairman. This is a 
very small item. It is only $6,000. I see no reason why Texas, of 
all of the States that have had it, should be cut out and the others go 
on. The Texas A. and M. College is a very splendid institution and it 
is doing very constructive work. 


OBJECTIVES OF WILDLIFE RESEARCH 


I shall quote a statement furnished me as to the nature of this pro- 
gram and hope you will insert it in the record. 


The Nation-wide cooperative wildlife research unit program was inaugurated 
in 1935 to meet the need for trained men in the rapidly growing field of wildlife 
Management and to provide information for the better management of valuable 
wildlife resources. The major objectives of the cooperative program are (1) to 
train personnel for responsible positions in the field of wildlife management; (2) 
to conduct research, basic to the proper utilization of these resources; (3) to pro- 
mote education, through such means as demonstration, lectures and publications; 
and (4) to provide technical assistance to State conservation departments and 
other agencies in their wildlife management problems. 

Location of units: As of January 1951, cooperative wildlife research units were 
operating at the following 17 land-grant colleges: Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 
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University of Alaska, University of Arizona, Colorado A. and M College, Uni- 
versity of Idaho, Iowa State College, University of Maine, University of Massa- 
chusetts, University of Missouri, Montana State University, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, Oklahoma A. and M. College, Oregon State College, Pennsylvania State 
College, Texas A. and M. College, Utah State Agricultural College, and Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute at Blacksburg. 

The Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, Massachusetts, Montana, and Okla- 
homa units were established since 1947 whereas the remaining 10 units have been 
in existence since 1935-36. Several other States have expressed a desire to have 
units, but encouragement will be given to improving existing units rather than 
creating new ones. 

The Wildlife Management Institute annually contributes $1,000 or more to 
each unit, which, together with the salary of the United States Fish and Wild- 
life Service biologist coming out of Federal funds, makes up the other one-third 
of the minimum financial support of the units. During the period the program 
has been in operation, the institute has contributed nearly a third of a million 
dollars of private funds toward the financing of the cooperative units. 

In addition to the salary of the unit leader, the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service provides each unit with one or more automotive vehicles for official use 
and makes available the Patuxent Research Refuge and other facilities on the 
Patuxent River for the promotion of the program. 


Of all of these colleges that have it, Texas A. and M. College has 
probably one of the largest enrollments of any of them. I cannot 
quote the exact figures, but it is a very large institution in the number 
of students. 

RESIGNATION OF UNIT LEADER 


Senator Haypen. I have here a statement that I requested from 
the Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The explanation as to why Texas was the one that lost out is that 
the unit leader resigned and they had no money to hire another one. 


In other words, they had these other leaders employed and it meant 
discharging one of them in order to put somebody on. Inasmuch 
as he resigned, they just left the vacancy unfilled and Texas suffered 
merely by the fact that this gentleman quit his job. That isn’t fair. 

Senator ConNnaLLy. Here is an excerpt from a letter from your 
committee, signed by Mr. Woodruff: 


I find that the Texas unit which was established in 1935 was discontinued in 
October 1950, because of the resignation of the unit leader, and the Fish and 
Wildlife Service was unable to fill the position due to reductions applied to the 
1951 appropriations. Since that time, the budget estimates have made no pro- 
visions for the reactivation of the unit and accordingly no other request for the 
item has been presented to the subcommittee. 


I am presenting it now tothe subcommittee. 

Senator Haypen. I think it is proper. In line with that, I am 
going to place this statement in the record. 

(The statement referred to follows:) 


The Texas unit was one of the nine original cooperative wildlife research units 
established in 1935. These units, now numbering 17, are cooperative wildlife 
research and training projects sponsored by the Wildlife Management Institute, 
the Fish and Wildlife Service, and the land-grant colleges and fish and game 
departments of 16 States and Alaska. Insufficient appropriations since 1950 
have prevented active Federal participation in the Texas unit. a braces 

The Texas unit has been very productive of research basic to the utilization 
and management of the State’s wildlife resources. More then 300 articles dealing 
with these resources have been published by unit staff members and associates 
and by graduate students since 1935. Results of these studies on bobwhite 
quail, deer, prong-horned antelope, squirrels, for animals, Attwater’s prairie 
chicken, wild turkey, waterfowl, and many other species have enabled the Texas 
Game and Fish Commission to do a much more efficient job of managing the 
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State’s wildlife resources. Reactivation of the cooperative unit would ensure 
continued progress in the management of these resources. 

Since the establishment of the Texas unit, a fine department of wild life manage- 
ment has been developed at Texas A. and M._ By the end of the 1950-51 schoo! 
year, 127 bachelor and 26 master degrees had been granted by the college. 
Many of the graduate students ssceleed financial support and guidance from the 
unit. A large proportion of these students now hold responsible positions in the 
Texas Game and Fish Commission. 

Since the resignation of the unit leader in October 1950, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service has been unable to fill the unit leader position due to cuts in the 1951 
appropriations. Thus, the effectiveness of this important program has been 
reduced materially. The cooperative wildlife research units are financed under 
the appropriation for “‘Investigations of resources’? which appears on page 26 
of H. R. 7176 as passed by the House. This bill does not contain any funds to 
cover the share of the Fish and Wildlife Service for operation of the Texas unit. 
An increase of $6,000 in the appropriation for ‘‘Investigations of resources’’ would 
cover the salary of the unit leader and reactivate the unit. 

Senator ConNAL.Ly. We feel that both problems that I mentioned 
are very umportant. 

Senator Haypren. We thank you very much for that. 


STATEMENT OF HON. GEORGE MALONE, A UNITED STATES 
SENATOR FROM THE STATE OF NEVADA 


HAGERMAN FISHERY SERVICE FOR NEVADA 


Senator HaypEen. Senator Malone, we will be pleased to hear you. 

Senator Matonr. Mr: Chairman, I wanted to discuss with you the 
matter of the production of the Hagerman, Idaho, fish hatchery. 
That is the United States Fish and Wildlife Hatchery at Hagerman, 
Idaho. 

We have never attempted to secure any kind of a Federal fish 
hatchery for our own exclusive use, but have depended upon the 
Hagerman hatchery for our quota or whatever has been established 
over the years as necessary to restock the streams on the public lands 
in Nevada. 

I am given to understand that of the total appropriation, the net 
part that would be allocated to Hagerman, Idaho, would be cut to the 
point that the service rendered the State of Nevada would have to be 
drastically reduced or perhaps even eliminated. 

My appearance before you this morning is to have you consider and 
study the appropriation and to consider adding the necessary amount 
estimated to be some $30,000 to their fiscal budget in order to secure 
Nevada’s necessary allotment of fish to restock her public land 
streams. The whole State of Nevada is dependent upon the Hager- 
man fish hatchery for fish—trout—to stock the public land streams. 

It has been the established policy of Congress to build up these 
recreation and sportsmen’s areas throughout the country and to help 
however they could in keeping the streams stocked. 


FISH-PLANTING PROGRAM 


In addition to the letters that I have received from people in my State 
of Nevada, I have a note from Frank W. Groves, director of the State 
of Nevada Fish and Game Commission, Reno, Nev. 
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I would like to read it for your information, Mr. Chairman, because 
I know you are so crowded that the few minutes you could spare to 
consider this relatively small part of a considerable budget would not 
allow you to read the record: 


Reference is made to my letter of December 6, 1952, in which we requested 
your assistance in getting sufficient appropriation for the Federal hatchery at 
Hagerman, Idaho, in order that Nevada might be materially assisted in its fish- 
planting program on public domain. 

In brief review, Nevada is supposed to receive 25 percent of the Hagerman 
fish hatchery allotment, since no Federal fish hatchery has been established in 
this State. It has been called to our attention that, due to lack of sufficient 
operating funds, this hatchery is only operating at approximately 50 percent of 
its capacity. To operate at full capacity, they would need an additional $30,000 
added to their fiscal vear budget and in so doing, this would increase Nevada’s 
allotment by approximately 10,000 pounds, 

We have recently been informed that the House of Representatives rejected 
this increase in operating expenditures and it would soon come before the Senate 
for hearings. 

This commission and the sportsmen of the State would be forever grateful for 
any assistance you could give regarding this matter.

This letter 
is self-explanatory; and I will make it a point to keep in touch with the situation 
and keep you informed.

Dear Cart: It has been brought to my attention by the State of Nevada Fish 
and Game Commission director, Mr. Frank W. Groves, that, as no Federal fish 
hatchery has been established in Nevada, it has been the custom for our State to 
receive 25 percent of the Hagerman, Idaho, Fish Hatchery allotment, but, in 
accordance with the Federal appropriations, it is only operating at approximately 
50 percent of its capacity. Therefore, our State receives no such fish hatchery 
allotment. y 

It is estimated that to operate at full capacity they would need an additional 
$30,000 added to their fiscal year budget and this would increase Nevada’s 
allotment of fish by approximately 10,000 pounds which apparently would reason- 
ably satisfy our needs. 

I am convinced that it is not the intention of the House of Representatives to 
work a hardship on any State when they rejected the proposed increase in operat- 
ing expenditures, 

I am attaching a copy of a letter received from Mr. Frank W. Groves for your 
information, and I would appreciate it very much if you will file this information 
as a part of your committee record, and also if you will ask the clerk of your sub- 
committee to inform me when the hearings for this particular item have been set,

OPERATION OF FACILITIES 


Senator Haypen. What kind of fish do they have? 
* Senator Matone. Mountain trout, several different types of moun- 
tain trout. 

Senator Haypen. There are living streams in the higher mountains 
of Nevada that need to be stocked? 

Senator Matons. Yes; that is correct. The visiting fishermen are 


very aggressive. You know in your State and in my State when 
they visit us they want to get some fish. 

Naturally, it attracts people to the West, to your State and to the 
States of Nevada, Idaho, Utah, and the other Intermountain States, 
which are very attractive fishing and Se The sportsmen enjoy 

v 


the mountains and the fishing. It is entirely on the public domain, 


where these fish are planted. 

I want to emphasize that we do not have a Federal fish hatchery 
in Nevada and as far as I know we have never requested a Federal 
fish hatchery for the State, since we get a supply of trout from the 
neighbor State of Idaho. 

The letter I have just received from the Acting Director, Mr. O. H. 
Johnson, from the Fish and Wildlife-Service, which I would also like 
to make a part of the record is self-explanatory. 

I wrote him immediately when I received these letters from the 
people of my State and I asked him for details. He sums up his letter 
by saying: ity 

In the Department of the Interior’s budget for the fiscal year of 1953 there is 
an item of $85,500 to be applied to the costs of operating the facilities constructed 
under this expanded program. To fully utilize these new facilities, an additional 
$372,000 would be required over and above the amount in the appropriation. 
The Hagerman, Idaho, fish-cultural station is one of the 28 hatcheries involved. 
In the 1953 budget as presented to Congress by the President of the United 
States, there was an increase of $16,725 in the operational allotment for the 
Hagerman hatchery. To operate the Hagerman station to capacity, however, 
would require $30,000 additional. 
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The demands of the Hagerman, Idaho (Federal), fish hatchery to supply large 
numbers of fingerling and legal-sized trout to the heavily fished waters of southern 
Idaho and Nevada are tremendous. The increasing requirements for larger trout 
for stocking pu , due to the increased number of fishermen and improved 
roads in areas that have been inaccessible, have greatly outgrown the present 
production of the station. The Hagerman hatchery has an excellent water supply 
and sufficient lands are available for unlimited development. Congress has 
recognized these factors by providing funds for the development of the hatchery 
so that when the program is fully completed, the station will be able to produce 
100,000 or more pounds of trout annually. 


I ask that this letter be made a part of the record, Mr. Chairman.

My Dear Senator MA.Lone: With reference to your request to Dr. Meehean 
by telephone yesterday concerning the needs of the Hagerman, Idaho, Fish Cul- 
tural Station, the following material has been prepared for your information: 

During the fiscal years of 1950, 1951, and 1952, Congress appropriated more 
than $3,000,000 for the expansion and improvement of 28 hatcheries in the Fed- 
eral hatchery system. These funds were provided for the purpose of furnishing 
the additional fish-cultural facilities needed to meet the requirements for fish for 
stocking purposes in the areas served by these hatcheries. In order to utilize 
advantageously the increased facilities as provided, additional funds are required 
to provide fish food, personnel, and other operating expenses for the propagation 
and distribution of the fish to be raised deesk the use of the new facilities. 
Otherwise, expansion of fish production and proper use of the new facilities will 
be impossible. The amount of the 1953 appropriation, as passed by the House, 
is insufficient to maintain the present production, particularly in view of higher 
costs and the fact that we are now required to absorb a portion of the costs of 
Public Law 201 (82d Cong.) and the entire costs of Public iw 106 (79th Cong.). 
This means that some facilities will stand idle if more funds are not provided. 

In the Department of the Interior’s budget for the fiscal year of 1953, there is 
an item of $85,500 to be applied to the costs of operating the facilities constructed 
under this expanded program. To fully utilize these new facilities, an additional 
$372,100 would be required over and above the amount in the appropriation. The 
Hagerman, Idaho, Fish Cultural Station is one of the 28 hatcheries involved. In 
the 1953 budget as presented to Congress by the President of the United States, 
there was an increase of $16,725 in the operational allotment for the Hagerman 
hatchery. To operate the Hagerman station to capacity, however, would require 
$30,000 additional. 

The demands of the Hagerman, Idaho (Federal), fish hatchery to supply large 
numbers of fingerling and legal-sized trout to the heavily fished waters of south- 
ern Idaho and Nevada are tremendous. The increasing requirements for larger 
trout for stocking purposes, due to the increased number of fishermen and im- 
proved roads in areas that have been inaccessible, have greatly outgrown the 
present production of the station. The Hagerman hatchery kas an excellent 
water supply and sufficient lands are available for unlimited development. Con- 
gress has recognized these factors by providing funds for the development of the 
hatchery so that. when the program is fully completed, the station will be able to 
produce 100,000 or more pounds of trout annually. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service highly appreciates your interest in its activities. 
It is hoped that eventually the financial program of the Federal Government will 
permit the appropriation of funds for the maximum operation of the Hagerman, 
Idaho, hatchery, as well as of the other stations that were enlarged under the 
expansion program.

HOUSE COMMITTEE REPORT 


Senator HaypEn. I am a little puzzled because the House com- 
mittee’s report states: 

The committee recommends an appropriation of $12,702,000 for the activities 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service in the management and investigation of resources, 
the construction of related facilities and general administration. This is an 
increase of $50,000 above the budget estimate but a decrease of $555,555 below 
the amounts available and recommended during 1952. 

Apparently the Budget Bureau cut this appropriation very severely, 
and the House has restored $50,000. Of that $50,000, I assume 
from the letter that they have allocated only $16,725 to Hagerman. 
If that is the case, as I understand it, you would want some $14,000 
additional to make up the $30,000. 

Senator Matone. That is correct I believe. 

Senator HaypeNn. Apparently they intended that Hagerman should 
get a slight increase, but vou would like to have it up to capacity. 

Senator Martone. In view of the fact that Nevada has never been 
granted a Federal fish hatchery—and has never asked for one—I 
would like to see the Idaho plant given the amount of money they 
need in order -to serve Nevada with 25 percent of their capacity. 
That would make it unnecessary for us to request a Federal fish 
hatchery of our own. 

Senator Haypen. There is always a certain amount of overhead in 
the operation of any business. 

Senator Matone. That is right. 

Senator Haypen. If the combined needs of Idaho and Nevada 
could be supplied at one place; it would cost the Government less 
money than if they were to build an independent hatchery. 

Senator Matone. That is very true. 

I think this is a very modest request, because, as you know, Mr. 
Chairman,—and you have been here a long time; I remember that 
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you were in the Senate when I first came here as State engineer work- 
ing on the then Boulder Dam legislation. 

1 do not know what it would cost to build a fish hatchery in Nevada, 
but it would run into many thousands of dollars. 


AMOUNT REQUESTED 


This $30,000 request is a very modest request, in my opinion, and 
that is the reason I wanted to come before your committee and simply 
discuss it with you in an informal way. 

Senator Haypen. Thank you. 

I certainly appreciate your coming. 

Senator Matone. I appreciate your close attention to the needs of 
my State. That is all I have to say. 

I would like to have these letters made a part of the record and 
then returned for my files. 

Senator Haypen. They will be.

WARM SPRINGS, GA., FISH HATCHERY 


Senator Haypen. The committee will consider next the matter of 
the Warm Springs, Ga., fish hatchery. We will be pleased to hear 
from Congressman Camp. 

Representative Camp. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I wish to 
apologize first for not having been able to present this matter to the 
subcommittee on the House side. The fact is that at the time the 
subcommittee was holding its hearings and writing its bill IT was hos- 
pitalized out at Bethesda, and when I returned to the office from the 
hospital the bill had been written. 

1 have conferred with the subcommittee of the House, and they are 
favorable to my request, and I feel sure would have granted it had | 
been able to present it. 

My request is this: I am asking for $17,000 to complete repairs 
almost completed at Warm Springs, Ga., fish cultural station. 

Senator HaypEeN. You were kind enough to write me a letter about 
that. 

Representative Camp. Yes, sir. 

Senator Haypen. I will have your letter included in the record at 
the end of your remarks. 

Representative Camp. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 
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HISTORY OF STATION 


I should like to make this statement to you about this station. It 
is over 50 years old. It is in one of the most beautiful spots that you 
can imagine. 

You know, we have in Georgia what we call Pine Mountain. On 
the east side of this mountain, at the base, is the famous Warm Springs. 
On top of the mountain is the famous Warm Springs polio hospital 
made famous, of course, by our late President’s treatment and later 
residence there. 

On the west side of the mountain and at the base flows what is 
known as Cold Spring. The water is in the 40’s the year round. It 
is one of the most beautiful streams you have ever seen. Three 
towns get their entire water supply from it. As this stream flows 
away through a level stretch, the Government bought this land and 
established the Warm Springs fish hatchery. 

At the time they established it, they built a 12-room, 2-story frame 
residence for the manager to reside in, and two 4-room houses for 
tenants or workers. 

FLOOD DAMAGE 


In the winter of 1948-49 we had a flood there. We had the most 
rainfall on record. ‘The fishery became so saturated with water that 
all of the dikes and dams gave way. Not only did it ruin the cultural 
basin but the cesspools which received the drainage from the sewer 
actually caved in. 

Senator ELLENDER. When did that happen? 

Representative Camp. In the winter of 1948-49, although mostly 


in December. 

Senator ELLENDER. Was any effort made to obtain money before 
this time? 

Representative Camp. Yes, sir. I am going to tell you about that. 


REPAIR ESTIMATE 


In the 1950 appropriation bill we had the engineers’ estimate. 
We brought in the engineers’ estimate of the money needed to reclaim 
and rebuild the station. The engineers of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service estimated that $66,000 would repair it. {n their estimate they 
included a new house for the manager to live in since they now had 
three men there and all three were livi ing in that one house. 

They began the work, and they found that they did not have enough 
money to finish it. What is needed now is to rebuild the public com- 
fort station and the cesspool and to repair, re-cover, and repaint their 
old dwelling. That old dwelling would cost $40,000 to build now. 
It is sound in every way except that the roof leaks so badly that in the 
upstairs bedrooms there are places 3 feet square where the plaster has 
fallen. The guttering around the dwelling has deteriorated so that 
a few of the side planks or clapboards need replacing. 

If we do not repair the house, it will soon go. If we do repair it, it 
will stand there another 40 years. 

We need the public comfort station because, as these people have 
just explained to you, adjoining this property is the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt State Park. Most of the land for that park was donated 
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to the State of Georgia by the Roosevelt family. The Little White 
House, the home of Mr. Roosevelt, was visited last vear by over a half 
million people. 

This fish hatchery is adjoiing what used to be a most beautiful 
spot. Now, with one of the biggest of the lakes or basins gone, the 
dam gone, and the dike gone, it needs to be replaced. 

Now, may I go into something about the need for this hatchery? 

Senator ELLeENDER. The $66,000 that vou spoke of a while ago was 
appropriated, was it not? 

Representative Camp. Yes. 

Senator ELLenpER. To repair the flood damage? 

Representative Camp. Yes. 

Senator ELLenperR. Are we to understand that that was not 
sufficient? 


ADDITIONAL AMOUNT REQUESTED FOR REPAIRS 


Representative Camp. That was not sufficient. I have the requests 
of the engineers here. They need $17,000, and with that they can 
complete it. 

Senator ELLenpreR. What assurance do you have that it can be 
completed for $17,000? 

Representative Camp. Only the estimate of the engineers. 

Senator ELLENDER. Well, they made an estimate before of $66,000. 

Representative Camp. That is right; and they missed it. One 
of the main reasons they missed it was because, when they got into 
the building of that house, they did not know that the cesspool on one 
side had caved in, and they had to dig and build a new one which 
cost several thousand dollars. Actually the cost of the repairs to the 
house, which they estimated at $9,200, ran to $12,000 or $14,000. 

I have been there in person, and I know that they spent the money, 
and I know wherein they were short. This will complete it. That is 
why I ask that it be granted specifically to finish the repairs and 
construction at the Warm Springs fish hatchery. 


DEMAND FOR FISH RESOURCES 


In 1946 the request for fish in private ponds in that area, the area 
that is supplied by this basin, was such that they furnished 1 million 
fish from the hatchery and they had to get a half million from some- 
where else. In 1947 they got 750,000 fish from somewhere else. In 
1948 they got over 1 million fish from elsewhere. Each year since 
then they have had to get over 1 million fish sent in there to supply 
the demands. 

I ask for this because of the economy. If we do not do it, why, the 
house is gone and the two tenants’ houses are, of course, included in 
this. There are four rooms in those tenants’ houses. Their roofs 
leak and they need repair. 

Now, the Fish and Wildlife Service thought that perhaps they might 
be able to do most of this work out of last year’s appropriation, but 
they were cut so that they could not. They tell me that this year 
they have no hope whatever of finishing it with what has been given 
them by the Budget Bureau. 
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I think this is economy. It is most necessary. I respectfully ask 
for you to please give it your consideration. 

Senator Haypen. May we include the statement of the engineers 
that you have there? 

Representative Camp. Yes, sir. I have sent one copy to them and 
I want to give you this copy. ' 

Senator Haypen. That will be included in the record. We thank 
you for your appearance. 

Representative Camp. Thank vou, sir.

My Dear Senator Haypen: I am writing vou this letter at the request of 
Congressman Michael Kirwan, of Ohio, who has told me that he will speak to you 
about this matter. 

You will remember that in 1950 a special appropriation was granted for the 
purpose of repairing the various ponds and breeding beds there which had been 
destroyed by floods in November and December of 1949 and for repairing the 
buildings. Your committee very obligingly gave us an appropriation which was 
estimated to be sufficient for the purpose. 

On my recent trip to Georgia, citizens at Warm Springs requested me to visit 
the hatchery and showed me the results of the expenditure of this money. They 
have done a magnificent job there, but their funds were exhausted before they were 
able to complete it. They need the sum of $17,000 to finish the job, and unless it 
is completed, their work will necessarily be very much hampered. With the 
funds already furnished they repaired the dikes and dams and have erected the 
house and storage station. There still remains to be done the following: 

1. Repairs to the old residence. This is an 11-room, frame, shingle-roof 
dwelling. The roof has been allowed to leak until large areas of plastering in the 
upstairs rooms have fallen. The house is very badly in need ef painting and there 
will necessarily be some clapboards to be replaced. In some instances the gutter- 
ing has fallen and boards along the eaves rotted. It will take $4,000 or $5,000 to 
repair this residence. I feel sure that if you could see the property, you would 
want it savea. This is a beautiful residence, and although about 50 years old, it 
should not be allowed to rot and it is needed at the reservation. This house 
would cost $30,000 to $40,000 to replace. 

2. The two tenant houses of four rooms each are in need of similar repair. 
These houses are occupied by laborers employed on the reservation. 

3. The cesspool for the public toilets was completely destroved by the floods, 
the sides of same caving in. This cesspool should be repaired and the public 
toilets replaced. 

4. There should be a garage constructed for the use of the manager and his 
assistants. At present there is garage space for only one car. The floods de- 
stroyed all of the landscaping around the hatchery. 

I enclose a letter from Mr. M. C. James, Acting Director, Fish and Wildlife 
Service, which explains the estimate made by their engineers on their recent 
trip to the hatchery. 

I am greatly interested in this very fine old hatchery which is located at the 
base of Pine Mountain just opposite the Warm Springs Foundation and the 
home formerly occupied by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. Almost one-half 
million people visit this place each year, and the dilapidated condition of the 
hatchery is embarrassing to me, and I feel sure that it must be to the management. 

This hatchery supplies fish to a large section of the Southeast, and in this 
area there have been more private fish ponds erected under the Department of 
Agriculture program than in any other area in the United States. This hatchery 
is very necessary and most useful to our people. 

I did not have the full information regarding this matter before the House 
subcommittee, headed by Mr. Kirwan, had finished writing their bill. I did 
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confer with this subcommittee yesterday and because of the temper of the House 
at this time, the members feel that it would be better for this appropriation to be 
put in the bill on the Senate side. Mr. Kirwan will talk to you about this. | 
will be most grateful if you will help me in this matter. It seems a shame not to 
complete the repairs because it is not only necessary and most useful to ow 
people, but it is a matter of economy. he three buildings will completel, 
deteriorate unless they are painted and covered, and this needs to be done at 
once.

Georgia.

STATEMENT OF JAMES E. CURRY, TRIBAL ATTORNEY FOR THE 
STANDING ROCK SIOUX TRIBE OF NORTH DAKOTA AND SOUTH 


DAKOTA 
AREA OFFICES 


Mr. Curry. Mr. Chairman, my name is James E. Curry, and | 
am tribal attorney for the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe of North and 
South Dakota. 

I had asked for permission, Senator, to have the chairman of the 
tribal council, Whitney J. Agard, to appear before the committee; 
but he was suddenly called out of town and left a written statement 
which I would like to submit for inclusion in the record. 

Senator Haypen. That may be done. 

Mr. Curry. One of these statements is his opposition to the appro- 
priation of money for the so-called area offices of the Indian Bureau. 
The other is his statement asking for appropriations this year, if 
possible, for the construction of additional facilities at the high 
school at Fort Yates. 
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I also am submitting a resolution of the Albert Grass Post, No. 173, 
of the American Legion on the same subject, together with a resolu- 
tion of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe Tribal Business Council. 

I understand that the Indian Bureau is going to recommend these 
appropriations for the coming year, but they would like, if possible, 
to have them inserted in the bill this year, because all of the physical 
=" facilities at the high school have been destroyed by fire 
recently. 

They have absolutely none at the present time. 

Since the Bureau is going to recommend next year that these items 
be taken care of, the Indians feel as though it would be nice to have 
them this year. They feel as though the Senate committee can put 
it in now just as well as later. 

Senator Haypen. When did the fire occur? 

Mr. Curry. In 1946. They have been all of these years without 
any gymnasium at all, and it also creates a deficit in the lunch-room 
facilities because I understand they use the gymnasium also for a 
lunch room. They are under a pretty urgent necessity for these 
additional facilities. 

I was hoping that Senator Young would be present this morning, 
but because my time was advanced a little, Senator Young, I guess, 
has not been able to get here. 

I am sure that when he returns he will say a few words for the record 
on the subject of these appropriations. 

Senator Haypen. Thank you.

STATEMENT OF WuitNEY J. AGARD, CH AIRMAN OF STANDING Rock S1oux TRIBAL 
Bustness Councit, REGARDING AREA OFFICES 


My name is Whitney J. Agard. I am the chairman of the Standing Rock 
Sioux Tribal Council. The Standing Rock Reservation lies partly in North and 
South Dakota. My headquarters are at Standing Rock Agency, Fort Yates, 
N. Dak. The tribe submits this statement to be made part of the record in that 
they oppose any or all appropriations for the area office of Aberdeen, 5S. Dak. 

It is the feeling of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe that the Aberdeen area office, 
Aberdeen, 8. Dak., is not essential and that it is just another ‘‘blocking stone’”’ for 
the Indian Bureau. 

At the time the area office originated, numerous positions were transferred from 
the field offices to the area office. It was also related by the Bureau that the work 
connected with these positions would be completely dissolved in the field offices. 
However, that is very untrue, for I happened to be one of the victims of this com- 
plete turn-over. I personally know and can state that only a very small percent- 
age of my work.at the Standing Rock Agency office was transferred to the Aber- 
deen area office with my position. It is the view of the Standing Rock Sioux 
Tribe the workload of the Indian Bureau employees which were to have been 
transferred to the area office still remains in the field offices. 

The Standing Rock Sioux Tribe therefore feels they are in strict opposition to 
any or all appropriations for the area office and request the Appropriations Com- 
mittee to do likewise. 


STATEMENT OF WuitNey A@arpD, CHAIRMAN OF THE StranpiInG Rock Sioux 
TripaL Business CounciL, CoNcERNING JAPPROPRIATIONS FOR THE HIGH 
Scnoou at Forr Yates, N. D. 


My name is Whitney J. Agard, I am chairman of the Tribal Business Council 
of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe of North and South Dakota, with headquarters 
at Fort Yates, N. Dak. I wish the Appropriations Committee would give favorable 
consideration to the council’s request for the completion of the Standing Rock 
Community High School by building a gymnasium. 
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Senator Young, of North Dakota, has informed us that the appropriations for 
construction of the gymnasium would have to be included in next year’s budget. 
However, the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe feels that it is of such urgent need 
that if there is any way possible to appropriate funds now for that purpose the 
would like very much to be given immediate consideration. 

The gymnasium is to be used for many purposes other than athletics. It will 
be used as a dining room for the children who attend the school, both Indian and 
non-Indian, as the present dining room has been condemned by the sanitary 
engineers. This building will also be used for classrooms to adequately carry on 
home-economics and science programs. 

The Standing Rock Sioux Tribe is deeply concerned over this problem, as it 
has a direct effect on their children who are of school age, and the tribe feels that, 
if it is at all possible, immediate and favorable consideration should be given 
their request. 


RESOLUTION OF ALBERT GRaAss Post, No. 173, or AMERICAN LEGION, REGARDING 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE HiGH Scuoort at Forr Yares, N. Dak. 


Whereas the Albert Grass Post, No. 173, American Legion, Department of 
North Dakota, and located at Fort Yates, N. Dak., is a duly chartered and recog- 
nized post of the American Legion; and 

Whereas in its regular meeting held on March 10, 1952, the serious inade- 
quate facilities of the Standing Rock Community High School, a federally oper- 
ated school located at Fort Yates, N. Dak., was discussed; and 

Whereas the Federal Government has assumed the responsibility of providing 
adequate educational facilities because of the large Indian enrollment and tax- 
free land located within the enrollment area of the Standing Rock Community 
High School; and 

Whereas the present high school was constructed in 1939 but not completed; and 

Whereas the limited facilities available for the physical-education program 
was destroyed by fire on February 2, 1946, leaving the school without any facilities 
whatsoever; and 

Whereas the facilities for adequate vocational training have never been pro- 
vided; and 

Whereas the dining-room facilities and lunch preparation are under serious 
criticism from State health authorities; and 

Whereas the Standing Rock Community School is a fully aecredited school 
at this time but has been advised by the State department of education that its 
_accreditation is in serious jeopardy because cf the lack of the afore-mentioned 
facilities; and 

Whereas all the other high schools in the State have been provided the neces- 
sary facilities to meet the accreditation standards; and 

Whereas the Standing Rock Community School has an enrollment of approxi- 
mately 300 students, Indian and non-Indian children; and 

Whereas, the American Legion feels that this lack of facilities for the Indian 
yeuth may be interpreted as disciminatory against a minority group of young- 
sters, most of whom are sons and daughters of war veterans; and 

Whereas we have been informed that building material will be made available 
for the construction of necessary institutional buildings; and 

Whereas we have been informed that the Indian Office is well aware of these 
needs and have submitted requests for authority and appropriations to com- 
plete this present school plan at various times: Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Albert Grass Post, No. 173, American Legion, recommends 
that the Standing Rock Community High School Building be completed with 
Federal funds at the earliest possible date by an addition that will adequately 
meet the educational needs of the community; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Senators and Representatives of the State of North Dakota 
be requested to exert every effort to bring about the culmination of this project, 
even to the extent of introducing special legislation if necessary. 

Now we therefore declare that this was passed by a unanimous ballot of the 
meeting of March 10, 1952, by the Albert Grass Post, No. 173, American Legion, 
Fort Yates, N. Dak. 
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RESOLUTION OF STANDING Rock Sioux Trispat Business Counci, CONCERNING 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE Hich Scuoou ar Forr Yates, N. Dak. 


Whereas the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe is an unincorporated tribe having 
accepted the Indian Reorganization Act of June 18, 1934, and the recognized 
governing body of the tribe is known as the Standing Rock Tribal Business 
Council; and 

Whereas the present portion of the Standing Rock Community High School 
was constructed in the year 1939 on the Standing Rock Reservation at Fort 
Yates, N. Dak.; and 

Whereas the old Boarding School Building burned down in February 2, 1946, 
leaving the school facilities with no semblance of a gymnasium and inadequate 
facilities for classrooms; and 

Whereas the Standing Rock Community High School has a fully accredited 
rating which they stand to lose if they do not meet the State requirements for the 
health and physical-education programs; and 

Whereas the sanitary engineers are always condemning our present dining-room 
and kitchen facilities where it is necessary to feed the children attending the 
Standing Rock Community High School; and 

Whereas we do not have sufficient classroom space to carry on an adequate 
home economics or science program; and 

Whereas this school bas an enrollment of approximately 300 boys and girls 
attending it from North and South Dakota comprised of Indians and non-Indians; 
and 

Whereas the Indian Office is aware of this need and has submitted it to the 
Bureau of the Budget; and 

Whereas the Bureau of the Budget passed it in the year 1950 and referred it to 
Congress; and 

Whereas the congressional committee gave it a favorable report; and 

Whereas the Korean war canceled all proposed construction, thereby causing 
the completion of the Standing Rock Community High School to be delayed; and 

Whereas the Tribal Business Council of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe feels 
that sufficient facilities and funds have not been provided to adequately carry 
on the education program necessary to enable our children to progress as rapidly 
as they should have to take their places as citizens; and 

Whereas the admitted progress of the Standing Rock Tribe toward self-suffi- 
ciency has been slow, a condition which we feel can be materially overcome by 
proper education and educational facilities; and 

Whereas a speeding up of this process of self-sufficiency through proper educa- 
tion will hasten the day when we as a tribe can take our place in the American 
way of living and manage our own affairs as other citizens without governmental 
supervision; and 

Whereas the Tribal Business Council of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe feels 
that the present education of our youngsters is being carried on as best as can be 
expected by the present personnel and facilities; and 

Whereas the Federal Government has a responsibility and an agreement to 
provide the building facilities necessary to carry on a well-rounded educational 
program; and 

Whereas the Indian Affairs Manual (vol. VI, Community Services; pt. IT, 
Education; ch. 4, Federal School Program; sec. 401, 01 Objectives G) reads: 
“To give students opportunity for physical, mental, and moral growth through 
activities involving the commingling of racial groups to the end that they may be 
enabled more successfully to meet competition in the world about them’’; and 

Whereas it is being reported in reliable newspapers and magazines that con- 
struction material is available for schools: Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Tribal Business Council of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe 
recommend that at the earliest possible date the Standing Rock Community High 
School be completed by building an addition large enough to be used for a gymna- 
sium dining and home-economics room, kitchen, and other classroom space, which 
is badly needed at this time to adequately and efficiently operate our education 
program; and be it further 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution be sent to the Senators and Congressmen 
of the States of North and South Dakota so that they may be informed of the 
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school needs of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe and that they be requested to 
expend whatever effort is necessary to bring about the completion of the Standing 
Rock Community High School at the earliest possible date, even if it would 


require special legislation.
